diſquiet of mind, till this very Morning, vvheu he vvas apprehended-; 
and then vvas under a ſtrange. {urprize and. conſternation, and trem. 
bled ke an 4{pin-Leafe. ,, The poor Woman vvho vvas thus inhumane. 
ly Butcher'd,,yvas judg'd-by. thole.yyhbp, xcv her before this fatal miſ. 
chief, and by others yvha have ſeen the body-fince; to-have been -vyith 
Child, vvhich probably, ſhe vyas before Marriage : and ſome little Items 
have been raken notice of in his former. Expreffions, asf his _ marriape 
had been rather upon foxce, to prevent a greater ſhame . than in : 
choice of his AﬀcQtions ; yvhat vvas the true; cauſe, does not yet: 
plainly appear, but he vvas obſeryed to.diſcourſe unyyillingly of her 8 
vyasalvyays diſpleaſed-vvith any expreſſions vyhuctrelated to-heg. - 
Thus by this lamentable inſtance may wee-ſee.the ftrangepdwer the - 
Devil has over the mind and aftetions of ſome men, who as is perſon, 
tho he had ſeen John Gower Executed on the Fryday before for murder- 
ing his Wite,. yet could. take no warning from his ſad example, but on 
Sunday following (a day which more particularly ought to have de-

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A Full Anſwer to, Dr. Teriſſis Conferences , 


concerning the EUCHARIST. 


Could not but wonder, whilſt [ 
peruſed the Drs. Conferences'; 
= he was:pleaſed to term him- 

ſelf, rather the' Publiſher ,' than 

' Author of the-'Bovk.' Some af. 

ſured me the! Dr. was too wiſe, 

to think his Reader ſo fooliſh, as not-to 
ceive he had borrowed matter - from 

is Brethren , to ſwell his Pamphlet'into 
fifteen ſheets 3 and indeed/I 'my ſelf was 
ſoon convinced, that if any' thing appear- 
ed new, it (pag. 26.) aroſe from a certain 

Air of Novelty , which might bein the man- 
ner of pr y 4 it 3 but then, why the 
Dr. ſhould engage himſelf in a new Con- 

ference, ſeeing that of ſichaclmas proved 

fo unſucceſsful ; I underſtood not. But'a 
friend very lucky in gueſſing told me, that 

the Dr. being in the laſt meeting , 

too weak to grapple with Five Jeſuits, 

Armed with Yellow Pernques, and little 

Bands, he was reſolved to ventnre the ſe- 

cond caſt, with I. alone, a Papiſt of his 
own Coyning z yet ſome are of opinion, 

that the Dr. turned Dialoger , to ſhew 
the World hecould Complement a Papiſt, 
tho' the loſs. of his Fathers Benefice gave 

him no Heart to uſe ſuch Ceremonies with a 
Jeſuit : now whether theſe Men have hit the 
Nail on the head; I know not, ſo that I will 
Appeal to the Dr. if he ſays, no, let him 
be aſſured, I ſhall notcall himto the Bar. 

- I come to his Concluſions and Proofs. 

Firſt, then he affirms, (pag. 5.) that Tran- 

ſubſtantiation abſolutly deſtroys the certainty 
af our Senſes, *which us the Foundation 'of the 

Sn proofs of Chriftianity. 

- After ſome Complements with 2. he 
comes to ſome Poſtulatas, of which ſome 
are falſe, others doubtful, and then pro- 
ceeds to three grand Concluſions as he 

terms them : The firſt is, that if (pag. 19.) 
Trauſubſtantiation were one of the Dottrins of 
Chriſtianity, Chriſtian Religion would be op- 
poſed with greater ſtrength, than Mr. Huet 
(or any oneelſe) could bring forth to main- 
tain it; in effeft,did Tranſubſtantiation make 4 
part of Chriſtian Rqgligion, one might oppoſe a- 
gainſt it, whatever 15 offered againſt Tranſub- 
ftantiation, which are Phyſical Evidences, 
whereas the Evidences for Chriſtian Religi- 
on are only Moral ones. 

I Confeſs poor MV. is at a Non-plus, and 
therefore I think my ſelf obliged to help 
him. For my part, 1am of opinion, the 
Drs. Argument even in his. principles 
wounds as deep Chriſtianity, as in ours: 
I ſuppoſe he believes «Abraham faw an 
Angel, and I am ſure the Dy. - mult grant 
his Senſes were all deceived, for had any 


perſon theh preſent bid him - Ask your Eyer, 
ask, your Noſe, ak, your Hands ; ak: them 
Ten Thokfand times, the ſanie queſtion'; they 
will ever Anſwer you , what they" have'+06t 
Anſwered. Ay who have' conſulted then in 
this matter, *tis a Man you fee: Now I ar 
gue thus, if the belief of «the 'Holy Scrip4 
tures (p4g.- 19.) be one df ithe Dottrins of 
Chriſtianity ;© Chriſtian "Religion would: (be 
oppoſed with greater ſftregth, +than the -Dt. 
(or any one elſe) | (#bid.)' comld 'bring 'fbrrh 
to maintain /it ; becauſe-did- the” belief of 
Holy Scriptures make a part of Chriftiare Re2 
ligion, one might oppoſe ' againſt it, whattwve? 
#5 offered againſt the belief - of be | Holy Sevip> 
ewres ;, but more can be brought.agaivft the 
belicf of Holy Scriptures, ''than the Dr. 
can bring-to maintain Chriſtianity : "Eo; 
The Dr. cannot deny 'the''Aajor without 
undermining his own Foundation; -prove 
therefore the Minor. - Np Infidel can give 
aſſent to the. Scripture, withour | believing; 
all Abrahams Senſes were deceived ;  thishe 
cannotdo, unleſs he believes his own may 
be miſtaken'; this in the'Drs. Language is' 
impoſlible: For the Argnmeats the Dr. can 
propoſe to an Infidel to:convince him of the 
truths of Chriſtianity Oper: 19.) arc only 
ounded on a Moral Evidence, which is never 
alf ſo great as that of Senſe : The Evidence. 
which aflures an Infidel Abrahams Senſes 
(and by conſequence his own) could not 
be deceived, is grounded on Senſe, and he 
is (pag. 17.) more aſſured of what he does 
not know but by the Revelation of his Senſes, 
than of that which has the higheſt degree 


of Moral Evidence: (pag. 19.) Therefore if 


twobe more than one 't15 clear, that granting 
the belief of Scripture , to be one of the Chri- 
ftian Dottrins , Chriſtianity is attacked 
with greater ſtrength, than the Dr. can de- 
fend it with : Hence it is clear the Dart 
ſhot at Papiſts has rebounded on St. Mar- 
tins Church, and hit the Miniſter. If he 
pleaſe to Anſwer my Reply, he will ſee 
his firſt ObjeCtion fall tothe ground as well 
as his other two, which therefore I ſhall 
not mention. | 

The Subject of the ſecond Conference is; 
that, (pa. 29.) Tranſubſtantiation diſcredi- 
ting the Teſtimony of our Senſes, does abſolute- 
ly overthrow the principal Reaſons, which con- 
firm the truth of Chriſtian Religion.

1. If Tranſubſtantiation takes place, our Sen- 
ſes are deceived in taking for Bread and Wine, 
what #5 not fo.
